YEAR  1965. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  to 
you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
during  the  year  1965. 

During  the  year,  the  health  of  your  district 
has  been  good.  There  were  no  infant  deaths  or  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  for  the  past  five  years  and  no  serious 
case  of  infectious  disease.  The  few  cases  of  Measles 
notified  during  the  year  were  mild  and  no  serious 
complications  were  reported. 

The  Council  bungalows  completed  during  the 
year,  which  include  one-bedrooraed  bungalows  for  the 
elder ly,  are  much  appreciated  by  the  tenants.  Therc- 
are  a number  of  elderly  folk  living  in  the  town  who 
would  benefit  from  such  accommodation.  In  spite  of 
the  housing  shortage,  there  are  still  empty  properties 
about  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  a rate  is  levied 
on  these  properties,  they  will  then  be  brought  into  use. 

Again  I would  like  to  emphasise  how  important 
a part  the  Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  conditions  suitable  for  healthy 
living.  Much  work  has  been  done  to  implement  the 
recommendations  made  under  the  Pood  and  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  conditions  have  improved. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  Officers  for 
their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  and  to 
include  in  this  ray  thanks  to  my  clerk,  Mrs.  Joan  Short, 
for  all  her  help.

DEATHS  (General) 

The  general  death  rate  shows  a decrease  again 
this  year,  although  it  remains  higher  than  the  rate  for 
the  county  and  for  the  country  an  a whole.  There  were 
no  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  but  4 deaths  from 
other  forms  of  malignant  disease.  Heart  disease 
accounted  for  6 of  the  total  15  deaths. 

Approximately  6.6%  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  between  70  and  80  years 
and  26.6%  in  persons  over  80  years  of  age.

TUBERCULOSIS 

Again,  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
and  no  new  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified. 

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis . 

B. C.G. Vaccination: 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  and  school 
leavers  (i.e.  pupils  aged  13  years  and  over)  continues 
to  be  carried  out  in  the  district.  Clinic  sessions  are 
held  when  required  and  the  schools  are  visited.  During 
the  year,  32  school  leavers  were  skin  tested  and  29  of" 
these  were  vaccinated.  Two  contacts  were  also  skin  tested 
and  one  required  vaccination.  Dr.  D. Llewelyn  Davies, 
the  Chest  Physician,  also  vaccinates  contacts  at  the 
Chest  Clinic. 
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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


The  mobile  unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography 
Service  visited  the  town  twice  during  1965* 

January,  they  examined  70  residents  at  the  Sunnybank 
Old  People* s Home  and  in  November,  a survey^of  the 
general  population  was  carried  out,  when  106  persons 
and  105  school  leavers  were  examined . The  results
